The latter character was essayed by this youog mao for the first 
time in London on the occasion, and the difficult attempt was re- 
warded with success. How far the applause given was partial, 
or how far it was impartial, we cannot pretend to say, so many 
friends of course beicg in attendance on a Benefit night. Certain 
it is, however, that he was triumphant in the character. For our 
own parts we must confess we did aot anticipate that this tragedian 
would have risked his reputation before a London audience in a 
character so completely Mr. Macready’s. The latter gentleman 
is unapproachable in Macbeth. No sctor on the stage has so just 
a conception of this laborious assumption as Macready. Mr. Kean 
reads the character well, and contrives to render it a picturesque 
performance, but be is far from great init. Scotch critics have 
pronounced Charles Kean perfect as Macbeth, last night’s perform. 
ance proved the fallacy of their remarks. But we must remember 
the time Mr. Macready has been a first-rate actor, and the short 
period since Mr. Kean bas been coming into note. A comparison 
bet ween the two is invidious and unfair, but we cannot refrain from 
| recommending that Mr, Kean confine his performance of the ambiti- 
ous Thane to the provinces. Lady Macbeth was most powerfully 
| played by Mrs. Warner. Webster, Strickland and O. Smith were 

admireble io the Witches three. The Tragedy had every aid the 
power of the machinist and scene painter could possibly bestow, 
and we strongly entertain hopes that Macbeth will shortly be re- 
peated for Macready’s performance. The concluding entertainments 
were My Wife’s Mother, and Tom Noddy’s Secret.—The house 
was crowded to theslips. During the last few nights the follow- 
ing dis'irguisbed fasbionables have been visitants': Prince Louis 
Napoleon, Duke snd Duchess of St. Albans, Earl of Litchfield, 
Miss Burdett Coutts, Marquis of Waterford, Sir Clifford and Lady 
Constable, Lord Fitz Patrick, Lady Beresford, Lord Loftas, Lord 
Morley, Lady Gardner.
